The ceremony took 
plucc in th? large reception room .attach- 
ed to tho secretary's office iu the war 
department and tb«> transfer of author- 
ity from Klihu Root, the retiring secre- 
tary lo .Gov. Taft, while simply made 
was more impressive than .any similar 
event iu many years. Before noon, the 
appointed hour, Ciov. Toft came over to 
the department from his hotel with a 
littlo party of personal friends and ^of 
some of his immediate family. These in- 
cluded Mr. Chase P. Taft and Miss Wil- 
hy of Cincinnati and Mr. H. W. Taft of 
New York; L. R. Wilfley, attorney gen-

ter- Action, there were three— garden 
beds, the,>flnest I-'ever say, 80 feet long, 
8' feet wide 'and, 3 feet high, perfectly 
'parallel, straight as a die and paths 
about four feet-wide between. In 1843, 
my father cut a white oak from one of 
these beds'that counted 427 cambium 
layers from center to bark. These beds 
were on sandy loam sloping to 
the 


southeast, or f,o the nine o'clock sun. 
A few rods above these bed? the ground 
is filled with flint'and plwidian chips and 
for many years I had a harvest of arrow 
heads after plowing. South of these 
beds a couple of lods the eaith had 
been burnt to the depth of a furrow. It 
must have taken an age and much fuel. 


These garden beds and'others on like 


higra ground towards the mounds and 
dozens of broten stone axes, lead, me to 
think/! them the .work of the uipund 
builders. A cacha of stone axes was 
burnt so badly' tbat they soon crumbled, 
after taken from "the" ground. This des- 
truction of stone axes was. undoubtedly 
the work of a later race that had,,more 
reason- to do so than has thei despicable 
"mound digger" of today to obliterate 
their works. - 


IN KE&OSHA COUNTY. 


Thirty years ago I found at tlie foot 


of Silver Lake, ; 17 mounds occupying 
less than one quarter acre, the'central 
one .shaped like ft fish, 40 feet long and 
5 feet at the highest' point. The oth- 
ers were lower, round, oval and irregu 
larly placed. None of them were' used 
for burial. I borrowed an iron ramrod 
of a boy that was hunting with an; old 
musket and thrust this divining rod into 
them, but found no loose place,. whilst 
with the same rod found, about 6x10 
feet on the center of another mound, 
that tho rod was pushed easily down. 
This mound was on higher land, about 
40 feet west of jlhe group. It * was a 
bfituty, 60 feet long, 25 feet wide, 10 
feet nig}), and not even a woodchnck 
hole in it. 


Not far from this mound was a garden 


bed<-about 200 leet long and five feet 
broad -and 
perfectly 
straight. These 


wotkaiare probably obliterated- now and 
the village of Silver Lake occupying the 
site. That the mounds are settled hard, 
except where a later race had dug into 
them to bury 
their deoil, tliat their 


bones would not remain intact 500 yearb 
in thii friable dirt, induces me to thin": 
they are a later race, tbre Ameriaui In- 
dia-it. Where glass beaut 
and brass 


nan's are femiid in thaw, it is conclusive, 
for,' they coutd only be had by traffic 


.plentiful in ,the blue grawi .region of 
'Kentucky, .where I was born. Obsidian 
to make them .must hare '-omc from 
Mexico, a« there is none at :i nearer 
.point of-just tbat kind. That the stone 
axe and the arrowhead were implements 
of flte mound buijdcr. 1 can believe.

ed today when a fire broke out in tlip 
Cosmopolitan building adjoining. Miss 
Henna Verba was so severely burnet 
that it is believed' she cannot, live 
J'Uemieals she was mixing on the sixtl 
floor exploded. The woman in a dying 
condition was carried down a lire escape 
iy C. W. Randolph1, secretary and treas 
urer o{ the Cosmopolitan Light com

Edward"' Btbkes, '-.who assisted 'in •

The' pa^nic started' with the explosion 


of the chemicals and the excitement was 
increased when Miss Verba ran from the 
room wi'th her clothing in flames. Drop- 
ping everything the girls made a rush 
for the door. As they neared tlie center 
of the room the foremost of them Jet 
and the next moment, nearly all of them 
lay in a heap on the floor screaming. In 
vain did Mr. Billows, president of the 
Cosmopolitan Light company endeavor 
to rescue them .and he was forced to 
drag half their number to the 'front 
stairway which had Jiot yet been reached 
by-the. fire. Meanwhile,. Mr. Randolph 
with ..Miss Verbal in his arm's,!!nad beg" ~ 
to descend': the fire escape amidst the 
cheers of thousands of people who stood 
•in'the street below. At the fifth floor, 
almost overcome by smoke Randolph 
gave his unconscious burden to another 
who took her to the street. While this 
rescue was being performed the safety 
oi the other girls, was attended to. The 
total loss is put at $75,000.

Two ounces of white wax, two ounces of 
spermaceti and a quarter of a pint of 
stvect almond oil. Jlelt over a gentle 
heat, and add one ounce of camphor in 
shavings, stirring it \mtil all'is thorough- 
ly dissolved. When nearly cold make 
into balls. 


The Care of the Hands.—A beautiful 


hand should be long, delicate and nar- 
row. The skin covering it should be very 
fair or of a uniform pale colpiy with a 
slightly plump -back, devoid ot protube- 
rant veins. The thumb should vcacli the 
middle articulation of the index finger, 
the latter just a little lower than the 
nail of the middle finger. The middle 
linger should bo longer than the ring fin- 
ger by half the length;'of a iiailjind tlie 
little finger should stop at t'He; second 
articulation of the ring finger. 


Sudden transition from cold, to heat 


should be avoided for the hands, which 
should be washed only in. tepid water, 
with a pure soap, not oftener than three 
washings a day. After 
washing with 


soap, rtnse the hands thoroughly al- 
ways in tepid water to wftfch. has been 
added a teaspoonful of perfumed glycer- 
ine. 


If the skin of the hands is rougli, biith- 


ing either in bran-water or marsh-mal- 
low-water will soften it and make it 
supple. Do not use fat substances to at- 
tain this same result, for although they 
are temporarily effective, 
they end by 


reddening the skin.

It acts on the nerves in 
a soothing way,1 without the injurious ef- 
fects of-the drugs often applied. The 
heart of the onion heated and placed in 
the ear will often relieve the agony of 
earache; while the sirup produced from 
sprinkling a sliced onion with sugar and 
baked in the oven is-said to work wond- 
ers for croup and a cough.

A delicious breakfast dish is made 


from sweet apples from whicli the cores 
have been removed and the space fillet 
with chopped nut meats, sprinkled with 
sugar and cinnamon, and baked until the 
applf* arc tender. 


A delicious entree for dinner is made 


from skinned and boiled chestnuts, serv- 
ed hot with butter. The large Italian 
nuts are preferable, but our American 
nuts have an equally delicious flavor 
Blanch tlie nuts in boiling water to re. 
move the brown akin. 


Small Fruit Cake.— One large table- 


spoonful of butter sjid 1 tablespoonfa 
of lard, creamed with 1 cup of sugar. Add 
to this dried fruit of any kind, currants, 
chopped figs, citrons, raisins, anytbinj 
you have on hand, and it will never ge 
to the bottom if you put it in after the 
sugar and butter are creamed. The gra- 
ted rind and juice of half a leinon, fiali 
a grated nutmeg, teaapbonful Of cinna- 
mon. Beat in 2 eggs, 1'at a lime, and 
stir hard. Add alternately one-half cup 
of milk and 2 cups of flour with ys tea- 
spoonful of soda and 1 level teaspoonful 
of cream tartar stirred in; bake in gem 
or muffin pans, 


Peach Pudding. — Make a batter as for 


cake with 3 eggs, 2 cups 'milk. 2 cups 
sugar, 3 tablespoonfuls ' of butter; flour 
to thicken sufficiently. Use. about ohe- 
hfiU as much baking powder with the 
flour aa ordinary recipes call for. Bake 
in a tint pan (a dripping pan is best), 
split and serve with canned peaches be- 
tween. This is fine served with sugar 
and milk, and is very easily made. 


.Soft Gingerbread-— Cream a cup of su 


gar. and half as, mueh . butter 
together 


and add a cup of milk, and two of mo- 
lasses. Beat into this gradually four 
cups of flour and four ..well beaten eggs; 
a/tcaspOonful of baking powder, one of 
ginger and half a teaspoon of powdered 
cloves. Bake in two loaves half an hour. 


.Bread Pudding— Two" cups of 
bread 


minced fine, 3 eggs, 1 cup of milk, 1 cup 
sugar. Bake slowly. If you have any 
jam or jelly left over (as the last in the 
can is nearly always thrown away) it is 
an excellent flavor for the pudding. Oth- 
erwise flavor with lemon.

Advice to dairymen shout- raisins 


their own dairy cows, is glveu by A. C. 
McPhonton of Vlntou county, O,, In 
Country Gentleman a» follows: 


if datryiacn would .depend upou rais- 


ing their dairy-auirnals themselves the 
•result would be much more satisfac- 
tory, us a rule, than to buy from stock- 
men or speculators hi a haphazard 
way any "pickups" that arc'ottered. 
In order to begin light In rearing our 
own dairy stock 'calve* should be se- 
lected whose gramUlaws on both stiles 
bad a good record at the pull or churn; 
than there will bu a reasonable hope 
that the calf will evolve into n profita- 
ble1 member of the iliilry. 
1£ we are 


in the dairy business for milk then the 
.attention is drawn toward the animal 
which will turn her food and energies 
into furnishing an tibuuclauce of milk, j 


• but if the iilm' of the dairyman be 


crenm or buuor ho does not care it 
tho amount of milk be largo or small «o 
it yields n proper auiouiit of butter fnt. 
But If the dairyman deems the rear- 
ing of calves only n "skle issue" and 
as°a result gives only Indifffroiit treat- 
ment ho might Just as well buv his 
cows, for a stunted calf is n pitiable 
object and will never f u l f l l l i t a ties- 
tiny, no maUtcr what Its after treat- 
ment may be.

Co»t ot Ronnlnjt a Creamery. 


The total cost for running a cream- 


try and marketing the product, includ- 
ing Interest on' the investment and 
provision for a sinking fund, ought not 
to exceed o'/j cents for every pound of 
butter made. Under favorable condi- 
tions this cost ought to be reduced to j 
a or eren as low as 1% cents. The 
smallest practical creamery cauuot be 
operated for less than $4 or SD per day. 
It becomes evident, then, -that the dal- 
ly product should be over 150 pounds 
as a safe minimum:'consequently no 
creamery should be put into operation 
unless having control or u promise o^ 
about 300 cows.—Oscar Erf, Universi- 
ty of Illinois.

creamery business tho farmer, the man 
who furnishes the milk, 1s.the most 
important factor. .Tills should, be had 
in view.whoa shaping the policy of 
conventions.
